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“WAKE UP AND READ” 


Canadians - who rank near the 
bottom in the world in their amount 
of reading, have become the target 
in an unprecedented national cam- 
paign to stimulate more active 
reading. 

Supported by people ranging from 
Prime Minister Diefenbaker to in- 
terested volunteers across Canacia, 
the campaign is designed to snap 
Canadians out of lethargic reading 
habits. The theme “Wake Up and 
Read” will be promoted by citizens’ 
committees in hundreds of Canadian 
cammunities until the campaign 
culminates in Canadian Library 
Week, April 12-18. , 

Its sponsoring group, librarians, 
publishers and other interested 
parties formed into a Canadian 

' Library Week Council, point out that 
almost 40 per cent of the Canadian 
population is not served by a public 
library, according ‘to .the latest 
government survey. Of the 61 per 
cent within a library’s area, the rate 
of book borrowing is a lowly 3.4 
yolume a year on the average. 

Similarly, with one book store to 
every 18,125 people, Canada ranks 
fourteenth among the world’s nations 
in book shops per capita. By way of 

| comparison, Austria has 4 book store 

| for every 2,754 people.” 

Furthermore, the most 
Gallup Poll on reading habits showed 
i that 32 per cent of those surveyed 
‘had not read a book in a full year or 
more, 

“This isa shocking record” says 
Canadian Library Week Council 
Chairman Dr. J. R. Kidd, National 
Director of the Canadian Association 
for Adult Education. “Sir William 
Osler used to say that ‘money in- 
vested in a library give much better 
returns than mining stock.’ But it is 
pretty clear where Canadians’ put all 
their investments. A famous editor 
once wrote that ‘Canada has the 
money, but would rather spend it on 
whisky than on books.’ Naturally we 
know Canadians must spend money 
on other things than books and 
libraries, but our aim is t& improve 
ithe lamentable situation of reading 
in Canada with an active, “Wake Up 
and Read” Campaign.”

Blame The Sun 
For Crime Wave ? 


Two of the most spectacular 
sun-spots ever seen from the 
earth were observed by millions 
of people recently. Each spot or 
“pimple” was about 100,000 miles 
in diameter — more than four 
times bigger than the earth. 


The white-hot vapours of a 
sun-spot’ appear dark only in 
contrast to the even greater 
blaze of heat around them. As- 
tronomers say that they now 
know how hot sun-spots are — 
4000 degrees Fahrenheit com- 
pared with 6,000 in the rest of 
the sun. si 


Sun-spots are great tornado- 
like storms within the sun’s at- 
mosphere. Intensive study by 
scientists of the sun’s behaviour 
shows that these internal hur- 
ricanes operate in cycles of about 
eleven years.

on these same sands a few 
months earlier by Parry Thomas, 
from 170.6 m.p.h. to 174.2 m.p.h. 
At the same time he had raised 
the kilometre record from 172 
m.p.h. to 174.8 m.p.h. 


Nowadays, when the motor 
speed record stands at over 400 
m.p.h. and Campbell’s son, Don- 


ald, has travelled at four miles 


a minute on water, such speeds 
seem ridiculously low. Campbell 
himself tnade, at the end of his 
record run, what now sounds a 
naive remark when he said he 
had found no difference driving 
at 180 m.p.h. and 150 m.p.h. 


He was speaking from experi- 
ence of having touched 180 
m.p.h. The fact that the records 
do not show that speed is due 
to a series of mishaps that make

inclusion among the fantastic 
stories of sport. 


Today, so much room is re- 
cuired for working up speed 
and slowing down that it seems 
no more really high-speed runs 
can be attempted in Britain, 
but thirty years ago the sandy 
beaches along the Bay of Car- 
marthen were ideal for record 
attempts, and several were made 
at Pendine. It was here that 
est Thomas had set up the 
existing record; and Campbell 


decided it offered all the facili- . 


ties he needed. 


For various reasons, one being 
that few. sightseeing holiday- 
makers would get in the way, it 
was decided to make the at- 
tempt as early in the year as 
possible, so Campbell set up 
camp in Janyary, 1927. Yet if 
seemed his expedition was doom- 
ed to fail, for day after day 
weather conditions made any 
serious speed runs too danger- 
ous to contemplate. 

Frost and fog covered the 
country and, though Pendine 
was spared most of these trou- 
bles, Campbell and his team 
had to contend with gales and 
continuous rain. 


At last there came a_ short 
break in the weather, and he 
decided to try his luck. The car, 
fitted with a Napier aero-engine, 
was wheeled ‘on to the sands 
and he set off. As it was largely 
a trial run, he was not too hope- 
ful of smashing the record on 
this attempt. . 


In fact, he covered the mile at . 


approximately 171 m.p.h., equal- 
ling the existing figures. If -he 
could do the return trip slightly 
faster the record would be his. 
Quickly, he turned the car 
round and set off for the mea- 
sured mile again. 

Then, suddenly, with half the 
mile covered, the big car check- 
ed and slowed. Sorrowfully, the 
timekeepers announced the speed 
for the return as only 163 m.p.h. 
The record bid had failed. 

Not until the vehicle came to 
a standstill was the truth dis- 


- covered, Shells lying in the sand 


had cut into the tires so badly 
that one of them was practically 
severed. By some instinct Camp- 
bell, in the middle of what must 
otherwise have been a record 
run, had realized that disaster 
was imminent. He slowed down 
and switched off the engine. — 
For days afterwards armies of 
children were out on the sands 
clearing the course of shells. 
Huge mounds of them were col-

his starting point. 

He moved off again, and this 
time al] went well. The kilo was 
covered at 176 m.p.h. and the 
mile at 179 m.p.h. He was still 
gaining speed at the end of the 


run, so that false start, cutting _ 


short his approach by a quarter 
of a mile, had robbed him of the 
magic 180 m.p.h. figures, al- 
though he was travelling faster’ 
than this at the end of the run. 

The incident of the goggles 
lowered his figures. for the re- 
turn .to 172 m.p.h. for the kilo 
and 169 for the mile. Again a 
mishap that no one could fore- 
see had robbed him of the figures 
he wanted. 


But at least the record was his. 
Malcolm Campbell was satisfied.

Water skiing today is un- 
doubtedly the fastest-growing 


“sport, sweeping the world with 


an overwhelming appeal as an 
outlet for excitement and pleas- 
ure. The exact number of water 
skiers cannot be accurately de- 
termined, since several million 
have taken up-the sport in re- 
cent years. It is, however, an 
established fact that water skiers 
now considerably outnumber 
snow skiers.

From The Orient 


In the days of the old East 
India Company, among the many 
Oriental marvels chet delighted 
the hearts of exiled English- 
women were certain Indian silk 
shawls. 


They were so fine that al- 
though more than a yard square, 
they could be pulled without ef- 
fort through a wedding ring. 

Women no longer wear silk 
shawls as they did in those days, 
but cashmere still comés to us 
from another part of the Far 
East. Its history harks back to 
the earliest traders and the first 
great trade routes — the cays 
when Phoenician merchants grew 
rich from the treasures of anci- 
ent China. 


~Nowadays caravans’ make «& 
journey between Tientsin and 
Tibet. They carry tea, cloth, iron- 
ware, sugar and boots .on their 
westward trek. They return with 
the coveted fleece of the Tibetan 
goat — the lovely material we 
know, after it has undergone 
many processes, as cashmere. 

Along these routes are trading 
posts that were busy marts when 
Solomon lived, and they still do 
a good trade. 

The curidus part about these 
soft fleeces is that they are not 
sheared from the Tibetan goats 
that roam the wild countryside. 
They are removed by large 
combs from the scrub brush. 

What makes the finest cash- 
mere is that part of the goat’s 
coat next to its skin, behind the 
coarse “beafd-hair.” 

As summer wears on the goats 
begin to shed their coats. They 


do the shearing for themselves — 


while their shepherds sit and 
wait. They rub themselves al] 
day against the rough scrub bush 
as though from instinct. 

Later, the goatherd gathers 
this soft crop from the scrub 
bush. Each goat yields around 
twelve ounces of fleece, and the 
annual yield that flows out of 
China is around sixfy thousand 
pounds a year. 

When it is taken from the 
bushes the fleece is a tangle of 
smelly wool. A tame] caravan 
laden with Tibetan goat fleeces 
ean be smelt miles away.

Most waste-disposal plants 
depend upon a system of treat- 
ment known as activated 
sludge, in which bacteria na- 
turally present in water and 
soil break down the molecu.es 
in waste. When this action is 
retarded, or missing, excessive 
foaming action results. Waves 


’ of ugly foam rise rapidly, caus- 


ing bad odours and unsightly 
conditions. 

To overcome such foaming ac- 
tion, plants must use more men, 
odd expensive equipment an 
maintain constant precautions 
to prevent mountains of foam 
from accumulating. Foaming

Poe is being specially) remem- 
bered in 1959 because. he was 
born at Boston, Massachusetts, 


The life of this master of the 
horrific was as sensational as 
any of his bizarre thrillers and 


. tales of mystery. 


Drink, drugs and debt were his 
“three dogging demons,” as one 
expert on Poe and his works has 
called them. They helped to ruin 
him. So did his many frantic flir- 
tations and love affairs, all of 
Which ended unhappily. 

Take a look at this brilliant 
but strangely proportioned” man 
with the sallow face, the high, 
abnormally wide forehead, the 
brooding, deep-set eyes and the 
sensitive mouth. It is easy to 
understand why women found 
him attractive. 


He had a morbid imagination 


and a taste for the gruesome and 


the ghastly. He was irritable and 
capricious. He was_ rebellious, 


and while a cadét at the West . 


Point Military Academy was ex- 
pelled because he disobeyed or- 
ders. But he was capable of in- 
tense love as he proved when 
he married his pretty cousin Vir- 


ES ginia. He was then twenty-seven 
: Jand striving to oe a famous 


writer. 
Shé was only fourteen — a 


child-wife. She ha a Slim figure, 


straight hair, candid eyes and a 
pink and white complexion. But 
she was delicate. Her moody, 
nervous husband idolized her. 
They were practically penni- 
less and often close to starvation. 
At one time their circumstances 
were so wretched that they were 
reduced to living in one little 
room with no fire. Their only 


'< furniture was a bed of straw with 


a counterpane and two sheets. 
On cold days Poe would wrap 
his frail little wife in his over- 
coat and then place their cat on 
her to help keep her warm as she 


lay, slowly dying of consumption, 


Virgina died in January, 1847. 
So great was the shock of losing 
her that Poe sdnk into a state of 
semi-torpor. He wished to die. 
One night a cemetery keeper 
found him moaning. piteously, 
half-frozen, on his wife's grave. 

By a big effort of will he ral- 
Med and tried to forget his sor- 


row in work. Despite their mis- 


ery his marriage to Virgina had 
enabléd him to find some of the 
peace he sought in contrast to 
the sinister nightmare of his 
thoughts when he drank too 
much or took opium. 

Weird, macabre stories con- 
tinued to flow from his pen in 
spite of-his recurring fits of de- 
pression. He became a master of 
the art of short-story writing. 
So well did he write that there 
are critics to-day .who declare

part in English or any other lan- 
guage because of their ingenuity 
of plot and ability to chill read- 
ers’ spines. 

‘One of his most: exciting 
stories, ‘The Tell-Tale Heart,” is 
a mastefpiece of suspense. It des- 
cribes how a mad servant mur- 
ders his aged master, dismem- 
bers the body and conceals it be- 
neath the floorboards. 


While police question him 
clofely, his. guilty fears cause 
the maniac to imagine that he 
hears the loud; insistent beating 
of his victim’s heart. This be- 
comes so unbearable that in a 
final agony of terror the mur- 
derer screams his confessions. 


Mystery and horror themes 
drew Poe. like a magnet. How he 
revelled in writing grim tales of 
ghostly-haunted tombs, murder, 
shipwreck, premature burial and 
revenge! 

His haunting poem “The 
Raven” caused a sensation when 
it was first published in January, 
1845. It is about a lover who is 
lamenting his lost mistress when 
a raven comes and perches on 
a bust in his chamber. He thinks 
it is supernatural and that its 
frequently repeated answer 
“Nevermore” to his frantic ques-. 
tions echoes the voice of his dead 
mistress. ; 

Some readers have declared 
that the poem’s haunting refrain 
caused them to have nightmares 


in which the raven always ap- 


peared. 


Poe received only $10 for the 
poem. Yet when the manuscript 
was sold some quarter of a cen- 
tury ago it fetched $60,000. 


What influenced Poe to write 
so much that makes people’s flesh 
creep? Some experts who have 
studied his terror tales. closely 
say all those murders, tombs and 
eerie vaults about reflect his con- 
stant longing, for death because 
of his miserable life and harrow- 
ing boyhood, for he was left an 
orphan before his third birthday. 


Others think that the grisly 
tales of spooks and graveyards 
told him by sailormen in .his 


3 youth inspired some of his most 


fantastic plots. 

Exactly how Poe spent his last 
days is not known. One story is 
that while travelling to Balti- 
more in 1840 he fell into the 
hands of a gang of ruffians who 
were in search of accomplices or 
victims, 

“It was an eleetioneering day 
for a member/of Congress, and 
Poe was carried by his captors 
into an electioneering den, where 


he was drugged with whisky,’ 
the story runs. 
“With other victims he was 


then dragged from polling sta- 
tion to polling station and forced 
to vote for a particular candidate 
whose ticket. was placed in his 
hand.” 

As a thriller writer Poe could 
hardly have imagined a more 
macabre story than that half- 
conscious tour of the polling sta- 
tions to imporsonate voters—and 
its sequel. 

After the election the gang left 
him to die in the streets. He was 
dead drunk when somebody 
picked him up from a gutter and 
took him to a hospital, where he 
died. shortly afterwards on Octo- 
1849, in his forty-first 
year.

‘Omar — After A 
Hundred Years 


As of March 31 the most fam- 
ous poem in the English tongue 
on the subjects of agnosticism 
and wine bibbing had been in 
publication for 100 years. On that 
date, a handsome centennial edi- 
tion of Edward FitzGerald’s 
“Rubaiyat”/ was published by the 
Colby College Press in Maine. 

In. 100..-years, unnumbered 
copies of the “Rubaiyat of Omar 
Khayyam” have been sold — cer- 
tainly more than a million — and 
the market is still booming. 
Among leading U.S. publishers 
of the poem, Pocket Books: re- 
ported 330,000 sales between 1941 
and 1953; Books, Inc., has sold 
some 76,000 copies in eighteen 
successive printings, and Double- 
day has sold about 107,000 copies 
since 1946. 

For more than two year after 
the poem first appeared in Eng- 
land in 1859, heralded by only 
two minuscule advertisements, 
not a single copy was sold. In 
1861, a Celtic scholar. named 
Whitley Stokes picked up. the 
“Rubaiyat” on a bookstall and 
flared with excitement. He pre- 


sented a copy to the poet Dante. 


Gabriel Rossetti, who alerted the 
poets Robert Browning and Al- 
gernon Charles Swinburne and 
thereby others. Copies reached 
Ralph Waldo Emerson and James 
Russell Lowell in America. 

What aroused the interest and 
admiration of all these men was 
a wonderfully inventive and 
musically magical rendering of 
the eleventh -century Persian 
poet-astronomer, Omar's senti- 
ments were bound to appeal to 
FitzGerald. A son of Suffolk 
gentility, he had gone to Cam- 
bridge and soon retired to Suf- 
folk again, to a life of warm 
friendships, books, music, gar- 
denings, and depressing religious 
doubts. His scholarly friend Ed- 
ward Cowell described him as 
“a kind of slumbering giant, or 
silent Vesuvius.” It was Cowell 
who led him to Omar, and in 
1857 +=FitzGerald wrote that 
“Omar breathes a sort of consola- 
tion to me!” Two years later — a 
full 29 years after he had left 
the university — FitzGerald, at 
50, offered that consolation to 
the English-speaking world.

have, been over 2,000 murder- 
hunts in Los Angeles. But none 
as intense as that for the Black 
Dahlia’s slayer. For she was'part 
of Hollywood. And her death 
brought its shadow over many 
leading figures in the celluloid 
paradise. 


Tall, willowy and beautiful, 
Elizabeth Short had died the 
way she lived — surrounded 
by macabre sensation. 


She had e to Hollywood 
to seek a tion and riches 
She insinuated herself into the 
company of producers and di- 
rectors, and soon got a few bit 
parts. 


Then the scandal magazines 
sought her out. She took their 
gnoney in exthange for “juicy” 
gossip. 


luxury flat on Sunset Boule- 
vard to another one. Her bit 
parts tailed off. Money grew 
short. 


Saon she lived in one of the 
side-streets in the capital of 
make-believe, a street of cheap 
stores, garish neon signs, drunks, 
.rooming-houses and poverty. 

Elizabeth stood out in that 
street. For she had retained one 


gimmick from her past: She 


dressed completely in black — 
tight-fitting black dresses, ex- 
pensive nylon underwear, black 
even a huge jet-black

On that cheerless night of 
January 13th, 1947, she had gone 
to a leafy-laned lovers’ trysting 
spot to meet a man.

derer covered every State, It 
spread to Canada, across the 
Atlantic to Europe. 

In two days Donohue had a 

description of the killer: thick- 
set, surely, red. hair, swagger 
ing gait, It came from a dozen 
sources — could have fitted a 
thousand men. 
\Telephone calls streamed into 
Donohue’s office from people 
who had seen him. In the first 
day of the hunt there were 1,000 
calls — a record, 

Three days after the slaying 
came the first “I did it” call 
... the first of two hundred. 

fan Jacobson was the call 
He came from Laramie. He said: 
“] did it. I guess I had to. What 
more do you want.” 


Donohue grew excited when 
Jacobson claimed he’d dyed his 
hair after the murder. A rinse in 
a police wash-room showed he 
was a red-head. The grilling 
went on. The man from Lara- 
mie pointed to stains on his 
jacket and mumbled: “It’s her 
blood, . . .” 


Laboratory tests proved the 
stains to be red ink. The Man 
from Laramie was sent packing. 

The spate of false confessions 
soared — from cranks, drunks 
and exhibitionists. Each was 
carefully checked. Hundreds of 
police man-hours were wasted 

Women also joined the list of 
“confessors.” 

There was the housewife who 
drove to Los Angeles police 
headquarters amd told a plaus- 
ible yarn. She was taken to 
Donohue’s office — only to be 
unmasked, She told him: “T just 


wanted YOU te prove I'm a. 


liar.” 


Another woman telephoned to 
“confess.” She told Donohue to 
meet her at a local newspaper 
office. He did, and found her to 
be a liar. Asked why she had 
chosen the venue, she sighed: 
“T’d hoped to get my picture in 
the paper. I've always wanted to 
be famous!” 

At an American air base in 
the north of England an airman 
claimed he was the murderer. 
Found to be a liar, he was asked 
why hed “eonfessed.” This is 
his answer: 


“Well, I heard I was to be 
posted to the Far East. I thought 
my admission would get me out 
of it!” 


Later he was posted — to the 
Bouth Pole! 

By the end of the year 150 
people had made false admis- 
sions. Then for two years they 
stopped. But in 1950 came a 
spate of sixteen. The year after 
there were seven. 

Donohue worked on. In 1953 
a pretty nineteen-year-old wife, 
Helen Miller, reported a man 
had scarred her with a knife. 
It was routine — until Donohue 
learnt that the scar was initials 
gouged into her leg. 

The hunt flared up. A shop- 
keeper, Donald Graff, was ques- 
tioned. He admitted scarring 
Helen, but insisted he knew 
nothing of the Black Dahlia. 
For three days police grilled 
him. Then, for no public rea- 
son, he was freed. 

In 1954 Donohue flew to New 
York to interview a dishwasher 
who had “confessed.” It took 
five days before the man crack- 
ed — and admitted he was # 
crackpot. 

The first British reporter to 
see the file on the Black Dahlia 
was told by Donohue: 

“Qne day the real killer will 
talk. They nearly always do. 
And I'll be waiting... 

The telephone rang. He pick- 
ed it up. “Cap'n Donohue, Ho- 
micide Squad, speaking... . 

“He sat back {fo listen. The 
game way as one day he will 
listen to the real killer of the 
Black Dahlia . . . confessing.

Fresh 
blood can enly be used for a period up to 21 days, and 
so what blood is not used within that period is brought 
back to the Red Cross Depot.

When. Handel 
Blew His Top 


Slipping into a concert hall, 
a burly man sat down quietly 
and listened to an orchestra 
playing a piece of music by Han~ 
del, the great composer. When it 
ended, he turned to a stranger 
sitting next to him ‘and asked: 
“What do you think of that com- 
position?” 

“It's very poor stuff,” was the 
reply. 

“I quite agree—and I thought 
so when I wrote it,” replied the 
big man, smiling. : 

That was typical of Handel, 
the German-born genius who be- 
came a naturalized English sub- 
ject, lived in Britain for fifty 


_ years and whose death 200 years 


ago will be commemorated . by 
music lovers in many parts of 
the world this month, with spe- 
cial performances of his best- 
known works. 

He was always a severe critic 
of his own music — and of some 
of the singers who did not. per- 
form his choral works to his 
liking. He called two “a pair of 
hussies” and another a “she- 
devil” because she was out of 
tune. His nasty temper led to 
his being nicknamed the “Great 
Bear,” but he had a heart. of 
gold. 

Each year he gave a concert 
for London’s Foundling Hospi- 
tal and remembered that insti- 
tution in his will. The house 
where he lived and died, in 
Brook Street, in the heart of 
London's Mayfair, still stands to- 
day. 

Among “Handel's” greatest 
works is the Messiah, which he 
composed in less than three 
weeks in 1741 when he was fifty- 
six and had been before the pub- 
lic as composer, producer and 
performer for thirty-six years. 

The story goes that it was 
Handel's one great wish that he 
might ,achieve the privilege of 
dying on Good Friday. His wish 
was granted. He collapsed after 
conducting a performance of the 
Messiah at Covent Gerden and 
lingered on until the) night of 
Good Friday, 1759. 


Is A Cold 
Cure-In Sight? 
Why do men exploring the 


polar regions seldom get colds? 
Exploring for the answer, which 


may provide clues to an all-im-~ 


portant vaccine against the com- 
mon cold, Dr. William Sladen 
spent four months aboard a Navy 
icebreaker (U.S.S. Staten Island) 
in Antarctica. Last month as, the 
raw data of “Operation Snuffles” 
900 blood samples and 1,200 
throat swabs, carefully preserved 
in two 800-pound freezers—ar- 
rived in the U.S. only a few 
weeks after Dr. Sladen'’s own re- 
turn, he offered some interesting 
preliminary observations. 

First of all, the Johns Hop- 
kins public-health expert report- 
ed, many of the icebreakers crew 
were suffering mild colds when 
they left for Antarctica, but a 
month later, when they reached 
New Zealand, they were rela- 
tively free of stuffy noses, After 
port leave, however, they broke 
down with unpleasant colds. 
Then, en route to Antarctica, the 
colds slowly faded. Even so, 
when the Staten Island docked 
at the isolated Wilkes Station, 
most of the men there soon came 
down with bad colds. Stops at 
other bases did not touch off 
similar epidemics, mainly, Sla- 
den said, “because other people 
had come in from the outside 


-earlier. Some of these bases al- 
ready had had their outbreaks. 


Just why this strange pattern 
of epidemics and immunities 
should occur Dr. Sladen doesn't 
know. The answer, he explained, 
must await analysis of the blood 
samples and throat swabs which 
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he diligently gathered in Antare- 
tica. Until now, researchers have 
not been able to isolate all the 
viruses which can be blamed for 
the common cold. These bugs act 
too much like their cousins, the 
viruses that cause serious flu-like 
illnesses. Because Antarctica per- 
sonnel were given fiu vaccine be- 
fore leaving the U.S., however, 
only the milder viruses should 
show up in their throat and blood 
samples. If so, the samples may 
suggest the way to the long- 
awaited cold vaccine.
